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Senado mexicano aprueba Ley Indigena 
y abre camino para dialogo de paz 


México, (EFE).- El pleno del 
Senado de México aprobó la no- 
che del miércoles, por unanimi- 
dad, la ley de derechos y cultura 
indígena, con lo que se avanza un 
paso más hacia la reanudación del 
diálogo de paz entre el Gobierno 
y el Ejército Zapatista de Libe- 
ración Nacional (EZLN). 

La ley, que incluye reformas 
acinco artículos constitucionales, 
deberá ser ratificada por la Cá- 
mara de Diputados, lo que podría 
ocurrir en los próximos días, pues 
existe un acuerdo político para 
que tenga un trámite expedito. 

El reconocimiento constitu- 
cional de los pueblos indígenas es 
una de las.condiciones impuestas 
por la guerrilla zapatista para 
reanudar las negociaciones de paz 
con el Gobierno, suspendidas 
desde 1996. 

Sin embargo, aún falta por 
conocer la postura del EZLN res- 
pecto al proyecto aprobado por el 
Senado, que no se cine integra- 
imenie a la iniciativa redactada por 
la Comisión legislativa de Con- 
cordia y Paz (Cocopa) que reivin- 
dicaban los zapatistas. 

En 1996, la Cocopa elaboró 
un proyecto de ley que recogía el 
espíritu de los Acuerdos de San 
Andrés, firmados en febrero de 
ese año entre la administración de 
Ernesto Zedillo (1994-2000) y la

Peruanos aun 
desconocen fecha 
de la segunda 
vuelta electoral

Lima (AP) - Un retraso en el 
conteo de votos en la primera 
vuelta impide determinar la fecha 
de la segunda ronda electoral 
presidencial. en medio de una cre- 
ciente preocupación de los can- 
didatos por un eventual cambio de 
las preferencias electorales 

La Oficina Nacional de Pro- 
cesos Electorales ha contabilizado 
el 96,47 por ciento. pero todavía 
tiene pendiente la revisión de unas 
3.000 actas impugnadas por el 
partido del ex presidente Alan 
García. 

“Todo esto realmente me 
tiene preocupado. Esta demora es 
de verdad impresionante”, dijo a 
periodistas el candidato Alejandro 
Toledo, quien según las encuestas 
lidera las preferencias electorales. 

Acusó a su opositor de dirigir 
“una campaña sistemática y de- 
liberada de impugnación de ac- 
tas” a fin de “dilatar el proceso y 
fomentar la incertidumbre”.

U.S. consumers, who relish sugar 
in almost everything they eat. But 
without the price supports, the 
U.S. sugar industry would col- 
lapse, and so would most of the 
threat that industry poses to the 
Everglades. However, like 
Chiquita and Dole, Big Sugar is 
well represented in Washington, 
where the profits it makes are re- 
cycled into more campaign con- 
tributions. 

Another type of monopoly 
that enjoys favor in Washington is 
that associated with patents. Trav- 
elers abroad usually notice that 
pharmaceuticals often cost a frac- 
tion of what they cost here. 

That is because they are sold 
way above actual production cost, 
which the drug companies are able 
to do thanks to patent protection. 
That 1s what is behind the current 
crisis Over prescription costs for 
Americans on Medicare. It was 
also the source of a major public 
relations gaffe-the drug companies 
lawsuit (now dropped) aimed at 
preventing South Africa from ob- 
taining affordable AIDS medi- 
cines to address the epidemic af- 
flicting their poorer citizens. 

In its approach to economic 
integration, the United States, un- 
like Europe, has a strong tendency 
to favor well-connected corporate 
interests. Mexican president 
Vicente Fox got it right: “You can- 
not have genuine democracy in a 
society where there is so much 
inequality of poverty, as happens 
in many areas of Latin America, 
including Mexico.” 

The European Union has met 
the challenge of inequality with 
regional development funds, by 
which the wealthier countries con- 
tribute to the development of pub- 
lic infrastructure in the poorer 
countries. It is no coincidence that 
once poverty-stricken Ireland and 
Spain are now booming. 

The European Union long ago 
set a goal-now in effect-of elimi- 
nating barriers to the free flow of 
labor between member countries. 
President Fox 1s challenging the 
U.S. to seta similar long-term goal 
with Mexico.

The body of the sacred feminine

Her body is beautiful, brown 
and strong like the earth. Yet, you 
can't get Raquel Salinas to say 
much about herself without caus- 
ing her to choke up with emotion. 
For nearly half her life, she was 
ashamed of her body — burdened 
with guilt for having been raped. 

Today, her body is the sub- 
ject of a raging controversy in 
Northern New Mexico because 
Los Angeles artist Alma Lopez 
depicted her as “Our Lady” — a 
rose-covered woman person- 
ifying pre-Columbian moon and 
earth entities and vestiges of the 
Virgen de Guadalupe. She is one 
body of the sacred feminine as 
redefined in recent Chicana art. 

While the controversy con- 
tinues over whether the virgin 
should be embodied in such a 
way, the woman of the body in 
question has become almost dis- 
embodied from the debate. Much 
like feminist critique of the 
objectivication of women in mass 
culture, she has remained a body 
with no voice. “It’s my body, yet 
nobody's asked me anything 
about how I feel.” 

Erroneously described as bi- 
kini-clad, Salinas wears a two- 
piece bathing suit, covered with 
roses. She stands on a bare- 
chested woman, which opponents 
see as an offensive reference to 
the Virgin standing on an angel. 
Lopez was inspired to depict Sali- 
nas in such a manner, partly 
through the writings of Sandra 
Cisneros — who in one of her sto- 
ries wonders what Our Lady of 
Guadalupe wears underneath her 
mantle. “Roses,” said Salinas. 

The image Salinas depicts is 
that of “a heroine, of a strong 
woman. That's who I believe 
Guadalupe is ... a symbol of 
struggle,” said Salinas. 

The image symbolically re- 
fers to women’s “moon cycles,” 
how women connect each month 
to life through menstruation. 

To those opposed to the im- 
age, Salinas’ body offends. It 1s 
violating and sacrilegious. On the 
surface, the controversy is about 
sacredness vs. the freedom of ex- 
pression. When these ideals clash, 
there can be no winners. Yet look 
through the eyes of Salinas and 
you see something else raging: a 
desire for justice in a world that 
hungers for it and a desire to 
honor the sacred feminine in a 
world that daily dishonors 
women. 

It is unsettling to Salinas that 
her body has become ground zero 
for this controversy. She adheres 
to an indigenous spirituality that 
views Our Lady of Guadalupe as 
Tonantzing— her common name 
in Nahuatl meaning “Our Most 
Venerable Mother.” “I see her as 
Tonantzin. I respect her. I would 
never do anything to disrespect 
her,” said Salinas. 

“I’m a very spiritual person. 
I live my life as a Christian — 
that is, respecting others and re- 
specting the earth.” 

Her life's work has sought to 
heal herself and her community. 
She was raped at age 18. Rather 


than offering compassion, those 
close to her made her feel shame 
and told her it was God's punish- 
ment. Guilt-ridden, she was made 
to believe it was she who had pre- 
cipitated her own rape. This is one 
reason that led her to drink. And 
it was the same reason that caused 
her to cover herself up — to hide 
her body, her curves ... her femi- 
ninity. 

In a sense, she led a double 
life. Fiercely proud of her heri- 
tage, she became politically ac- 
tive at a young age. She witnessed 
the raw brutality of police offic- 
ers against protestors at the East 
L.A. Chicano Moratorium in 
1970. 

“When I saw that brutality, I 
committed my life toward fight- 
ing injustice.” 

Yet, through all the political 
movements she participated in, 
she was always silent about her 
rape. 

Twelve years after being 
raped, she met a woman, Alba 
Moreno, who told her: “It wasn’t 
your fault. You didn’t ask to be 
raped.” To hear those words was 
liberating, Salinas explains. No 
one had ever told her this. At 
Moreno’s prompting, she became 
involved with the East L.A. Rape 
Hotline. During her training, she 
watched a depiction of a rape 
scene in the back of a car — very 
similar to hers — which brought 
back the shame. 

After support 
groups, one-on-one therapy and 
Alcoholics Anonymous (nine 
years of being sober) — she be- 
gan her long process about feel- 
ing good again about her body. To 
rid herself of her shame of her 
own body, she began to do nude 
modeling at UCLA. Then she al- 
lowed herself to be artistically 
photographed in the nude. 

Part of the controversial im- 
age was an effort by her to com- 
plete her healing from “the shame 
and the guilt.” And the dialogue 
that has ensued “is part of the 
healing process,” she noted. “I 
feel good about my body. I carry 
no shame anymore. It’s part of 
what happened to me.” 

Salinas today is an artist in 
residence at the Catholic-spon- 
sored Proyecto Pastoral in East 
L.A. She has employed Our Lady 
of Guadalupe in her own work as 
a performance artist. Several 
years ago, she wrote a piece 
called “Heat Your Own.” In it, 
Our Lady of Gudalupe-To- 
nantzin appears in the 1500s to 
stop the bloodshed of the indig- 
enous peoples of Mexico. Addi- 
tionally, other strong women per- 
sonages appear, including women 
who fight with the Zapatistas for 
farmworker rights and garment 
workers. The piece also addresses 
the realities that teens face, of 
survival, street and domestic vio- 
lence, and AIDS. “It’s mainly 
about hearing the voice of strong 
women.” 

People should be outraged 
when women’s bodies are ex- 
ploited to sell products, she said. 
“That's what we should be 
ashamed of. Yet nobody says any. 
thing about that.” 

At the center of the battle 
over freedom of speech and a sa- 
cred symbol is a woman who 
when asked if she has ever 
doubted her own beauty breaks 
down in tears. “I’ve never seen 
myself as beautiful.” 
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Oppose the Bush tax cuts!

George W. Bush has been try- 
ing to sell his tax-cut proposals as 
a way to help working-class fami- 
lies that are struggling to get by. 
The cuts he has proposed, how- 
ever, are overwhelmingly targeted 
to the wealthy. Bush’s plan would 
increase economic inequality, 
provide almost no benefit for low- 
and moderate-income people and 
leave us with no resources to pay 
for basic public goods. 

A centerpiece of Bush’s pro- 
posal is eliminating the estate tax- 
a tax which is paid right now on 
only 2 percent of estates. To be 
subject to tax, an estate must be 
worth over $675,000 in 2001 --an 
exemption that is rising to $1 mil- 
lion in 2006. Currently about half 
the total estate taxes are paid by 
0.1 percent of the Americas who 
die. Delaying the elimination of 
the estate tax ten years, so that 10- 
year budget projections look bet- 
ter, does nothing to lessen the 
damage in the eleventh year. 

At the same time, Bush wants 
to continue cutting income taxes 
in the highest brackets. Over the 
past 40 years we have watched the 
highest income-tax bracket fall 
from a 90 percent tax rate to 39 
percent, and Bush 1s proposing to 
cut it to 33 percent. According to 
Citizens for Tax Justice, the 
wealthiest | percent of Americans 
would receive 43 percent of 
Bush’s proposed tax cuts -- an av- 
erage tax cut of $46,000. The top 
5 percent of filers would garner a 
little more than half of the total tax 
cuts. 

Meanwhile, the 20 percent of 
tax filers with the lowest incomes 
would receive 0.8 percent of the 
total tax cuts- an average tax cut 
of $42. The lower 40 percent of 
filers would receive just 4 percent 
of the total tax cuts, and the ma- 
jority-the lower 60 percent of tax- 
payers -just 13 percent of the cut. 

Polls indicate that about 35 
percent of Americans believe they 
will get part of these tax cuts, but 
about 55 percent support the pro- 
posal. This suggests a belief in 
trickle-down theory as justifica- 
tion for these cuts. However, evi- 
dence for what George Bush Sr. 
called “voodoo economics” is thin 
to nonexistent, and George Bush 


Jr. has not attempted to use that 
justification. 

What makes matters still 
worse is that after this give-away 
to the richést Americans, we will 
be left without badly needed funds 
for such matters as education, 
housing, and healthcare. School 
buildings are crumbling and teach- 
ers lack basic supplies. There are 
far fewer Head Start spots avail- 
able than there are children who 
qualify. We must not deprive our- 
selves of the resources to solve 
basic problems like these in order 
to fund a giant tax cut for the rich. 

Bush advertises his plan as a 
way to help, but it ignores those 
most in need. Take the child tax 
credit. Bush would double this 
credit from $500 to $1,000 per 
child and raise the income level 
for families that can receive the 
credit from $110,000 to $200,000. 
As a result, relatively wealthy 
families would see their child 
credit jump from $0 to $1,000 per 
child. But millions of low- to 
moderate-income families would 
see their credit remain at $0 or rise 
very little due to insufficient fed- 
eral income tax liability against 
which to apply the credit. 

According to the census bu- 
reau, there are 12 million children 
living below the poverty line in the 
United States today. Bush’s pro- 
posed changes to the child tax 
credit would miss them all. Be- 
tween one-quarter and one-third of 
all children, those in families with 
the lowest incomes, would see no 
benefit whatsoever from the Bush 
plan. Over half of African-Ameri- 
can and Hispanic children would 
not benefit. 

If instead, as ACORN and 
other groups around the country 
argue, the child tax credit were 
increased and made fully refund- 
able, so that families could ben- 
efit no matter what level of féd- 
eral income taxes they paid, that 
would be a real step towards leav- 
ing no child behind. Millions of 
children would be lifted out of 
poverty. And low and moderate 
income families would benefit - 
families like that of Melissa 
Fontes of Brockton, who earns 
$8.03 per hour as a fulltime 
teacher's aide and struggles to 
keep a roof over her two small

Otra leccion de la guerra 
antidroga en Peru

La guerra contra las drogas 
nos ha costado dos vidas más — 
la de la misionaria Verónica Bow- 
ers, de treinta y cinco años de 
edad, y la de su bebita de siete 
meses, Caridad. 

El viernes pasado, veinte de 
abril, un avión de caza de las fuer- 
zas armadas peruanas atacó y 
derribó a la avioneta Cessna de 
hélice donde volaba la Señora 
Bowers con su hija. Su esposo, 
James, sobrevivió el acto de agre- 
sión, así como su hijo Cory, de 
seis años, y el piloto, Kevin 
Donaldson, que fue herido en las 
dos piernas. 

Los detalles del ataque to- 
davía siguen saliendo, pero no 
cabe la más mínima duda de que 
tanto el ataque como las muertes 
de estos dos seres humanos son 
consecuencia directa de la guerra 
contra la droga, una de las cam- 
pañas más nefastas que el Estado 
haya librado contra su propio 
pueblo. 

Bajo el programa de coope- 
ración antidrogas, un avión mili- 
tar estadounidense, con una tri- 
pulación de la Agencia Central de 
Inteligencia (o sea la CIA) y lle- 
vando a un militar peruano, repor- 
tó la avioneta indefensa a las fuer- 
zas armadas del Perú. Los infor- 
mes varían en cuanto a lo que su- 
cedió a continuación, pero todos 
concuerdan en que el avión de la 


CIA se hallaba volando sobre el 
Perú en nombre de la guerra con- 
tra las drogas, en que el avión de 
la CIA reportó la avioneta a las 
fuerzas armadas del Perú y en que 
el ataque fue realizado con el pro- 
pósito de “ganar” la guerra 
antidrogas.

Oakland aprueba bilinguismo 
para trabajadores municipales 


Los Ángeles, (EFE).- El 
ayuntamiento de la localidad 
californiana de Oakland pasará a 
la historia como el primer muni- 
cipio estadounidense que requiera 
a muchos de sus trabajadores que 
hablen más de un idioma. 

En una normativa aprobada a 
última hora del martes, este ayun- 
tamiento requerirá a los traba- 
jadores municipales de muchos de 
sus departamentos que hablen 
español o chino además de inglés. 

La nueva ley quiere reflejar la 
diversidad del estado más poblado 
y diverso de Estados Unidos, y en 
especial de la crudad de Oakland, 
al norte de San Francisco. donde 
el 35 por ciento de los residentes 
son de origen hispano O asiático. 

Aprobada por siete votos a fa- 
vor y ninguno en contra, la legis- 
lación que entrará en vigor el pró- 
ximo 8 de mayo sentará un pre- 
cedente histórico en EE.UU., que 
pronto podría ser copiado en otras 
comunidades con fuerte presencia 
de inmigrantes.

Koizumi balances

On Wednesday, Koizumi in- 
sisted that he wasn't already cav- 
ing in to conservative pressures. 

“I have not gone along fac- 
tional lines, and I think the people 
will see this,” he said. “People 
will realize I'm serious.” 

Busting up the party's fac- 
tions was a major campaign issue 
for Koizumi. The ruling party has 
been criticized for filling posts 
based on the strength of each fac- 
tion rather than on individual 
merit. 

In the ruling party's factional 
system, lawmakers give their al- 
legiance to one senior politician 
or another in exchange for cam- 
paign support and government 
appointments. 

Koizumi was to be elected 
prime minister in Parliament on 
Thursday and announce a Cabi- 
net lineup that evening. 

Media reports said key posts 
were under consideration for 
Makiko Tanaka, another popular 
maverick and the daughter of a 
former premier, and Koichi Kato, 
leader of a failed November re- 
bellion against Prime Minister 
Yoshiro Mori. 

Koizumi has said he wants to 
give portfolios to women and 
members of the private sector.

While his youthful image fits in 
well with Koizumi's pledge to 
usher in a new generation of lead- 
ership, the two differ greatly in 
their prescriptions for economic 
recovery. 

Aso, the outgoing economics 
minister, favors continued mas- 
sive public spending to jumpstart 
the economy, while Koizumi has 
made belt-tightening - “No recov- 
ery without structural reform” - a 
campaign mantra. 

But with parliamentary elec-

“Implementing the various 
reforms would be the best cam- 
paign strategy.” Yamasaki said. 

Koizumi was also busy court- 
ing the LDP's coalition partners, 
the Komei Party and the Conser- 
vative Party. 

Though the Liberal Demo- 
crats have ruled Japan through 
most of the postwar period, these 
days they need the support of their 
partners to control Parliament, a 
sign of the decline that Koizumi's 
backers hope to reverse. 

Media reports said that in a 
flurry of meetings, the three par- 
ties agreed to continue their alli- 
ance, guaranteeing Koizumi's 
election as prime minister. 

What lies ahead 1s more prob- 
Jematic. 

Koizumi has made no secret 
of his distaste for the Komei Party, 
affiliated with a rich and shadowy 
Buddhist organization, and has 
hinted that he would be open to 
other alliances. 

For their part, the LDP's al- 
lies have expressed shock at some 
of Koizumi's proposals. Reports 
say they are particularly aghast at 
his backing for official visits to a 
shrine honoring Japan's war dead, 
including convicted war criminals
